In addition Chambers 
will receive $55 for the heaviest 
litter with eleven pigs and Keaton 
$40 for the heaviest litter with 
eight pigs. 
The latter*! eight Po­ 
land Chinas weighed 2040 pounds. 
Coryell county hog 
producers 
carried off the Honors decisively in 
the contest, winning six of the 
ten prises. 
In addition to Cham­ 
bers and Keaton, who won two 
prizes each with the same litters, 
other Coryell county prize winners 
were A. T. Quicksall, Ames, and F. 
W. Schloeman, Osage.

to E. 
R. 
Eudaly, 
>wine specialist of the Extension 
Service, who has just announced 
the results of the contest, the 1927 
contest, the fifth held in Texas was 
the most successful ever held in the 
state. 
There were in all 259 en­ 
tries scattered over 58 
counties. 
Until this year the largest number 
of entries was 160. 
About 65 contestants this year

more of the best paying state ap- 
ointments, for which job three 
are receiving consideration. 
Harrington wants to be reappoint­ 
ed. 
The two others reported to be 
in line for the office are Claude 
Teer, secretary of 
the 
Highway 
^Commission, and 
Senator 
A. E. 
Wood, both of Granger and both 
ardent Moody supporters. 
The $$ate pays a member of the 
^ Board of Control $5,000 annually 
and state jobs paying as much as 
this are mighty scarce, exceeded 
only by the State Highway Engi­ 
neer, who 
receives 
$8,000; 
the 
Ranking Commissioner, who gets 
$6,000, and Commissioners of Ap­ 
peals, who get $7,000. 
Harrington, whose home is at 
Waco, was appointed by former 
Governor Neff, while R. B. 
Wal­ 
thall, another board member, is a 
Neff appointee. 
Walthall had to 
fight for his job, however, when the 
f 
senate of the Thirty-ninth Legisla­ 
ture considered approval of recess 
appointees, Governor Miriam Fer­ 
guson seeking To replace him. Wal­ 
thall, whose home is at Nacogdo­ 
ches, was formerly N effs private 
secretary, going from that job to 
secretary of the Oil and Gas Di­ 
vision of the 
Railroad 
Commis­ 
sion. 
Roy I. Tennant,

not developed in the Southwest as 
it has in the north, still producers 
are wondering about its feasibility 
for this section,” Mr. Williams ad­ 
ded. 
This question will be given at­ 
tention during the special livestock 
short course to be held at the col­ 
lege Jan. 9-13, Mr. Williams being 
on the program for discussion of 
marketing before 
both 
the beef 
cattle and swine divisions of the 
course. 
Another division will be 
that for sheep and goat producers. 
The short course will be offered by 
the Extension Service in coopera­ 
tion with the Experiment Station 
and the animal husbandry depart­ 
ment of the college. 
Other questions relating to mar 
keting to 
be 
discussed 
include 
price and production 
cycles, 
an­ 
nual market trends, mechanics of 
marketing, shrinks and fills, influ­ 
ence of by-products 
on 
market 
prices, market classes and grades, 
government 
grading, 
packet* 
grades, market price differentials, 
sales or basis of rigid standardiz­ 
ed grading system without assem­ 
bly at central markets and others. 
Feeding for ton 
litters will be 
among the subjects for discussion 
before the swine division by E. R.

COTTON TEXTILE 
INDUSTRY 
NOT SO ENCOURAGING TO 
THE SP IN NER 


AUSEN, 
Dec. 
24.—-“ Spinners' 
margin declined sharply 
during 
November,” according to statistics 
gathered by Bervard Nicholas, ed­ 
itor of the Texas Business f view 
published by the Bureau of Busi­ 
ness Research of the University 
of Texas. 
“ The trend 
has 
been 
downward for 
fourteen 
months 
and is now at the lowest point 
since July, 1925, and the lowest 
November since 1923,” Mr. Nich­ 
ols continued. 
“The ratio at that 
figure is twelve points below nor­ 
mal, indicating that the cotton tex­ 
tile industry is not so encouraging 
to the .-pinner as was the case a 
year ago. 
The 
index 
dropped 
eight points, or from 156 in Oc­ 
tober to 148 in November, and 
comparts with 187 in November a 
year ago. 
This is the third con­ 
secutive month in which the ratio 
has been below normal, or 160, and 
it seems likely that the decline over 
the next month or two will be 
slower. 
“American middling 
cotton in 
Liverpool 
averaged 
11.43-d 
a 
pound in November, compared to 
11.37-d in October; and 
32-twist 
cotton yarn in Manchester declined 
from an average of 
17.81-d 
16.87-d in November. 
The small* 
increase in the price of cotton and 
the decrease in the price of yarn 
resulted in the drop in the index. 
The yarn market was rather weak 
during the month, many sp utters 
complaining of poor demand, and 
stocks of yarn piling up. 
Cotton 
prices were steady even though 
the trend was downward. 
It will 
take considerable revision in tho 
prices of yarn and cotton to bring 
about a more normal condition, 
and changes are likely to follow is 
the not-distant future.”

_ Dean Charles E. Friley of the A. 
and M. College of Texa#, •ecretary- 
treasurer of the Southwest Athlet­ 
ic Conference, has called attention 
to the fact that the conference at 
its recent m eeting in Dallas voted 
to extend the closing date of the 
football season from Thankegiv- 
ing Day to the second Saturday fo.- 
lowing instead of the Saturday fol­ 
lowing, as was reported in some 
cases.
